Twenty Representatives Dis- 
cuss Internesliip and 
Student Healtli 



Twenty representatives from 
seven Canadian Medical Univer.<;i- 
ties attended the conference of the 
Canadian Association of Medical 
Students and Internes held on Feb- 
ruary 4 and 5 at the University of 
Toronto. 

The work of the past year was 
discussed and future activities 
planned. An Interne Council will be 
established in the near future to 
co-ordinate interne appoin^tmènls. 
According to the plan, students will 
apply through the council to a 
number of hospitals, listing- them in 
order of preference; and the hospi- 
tals will send in the acceptances in 
order of preferences. The council 
will hand out the appointments ac- 
cordingly. 

Student Health was another topic 
of discussion with concentration o;i 
tuberculosis among medical stud 
ents and internes. It was found that 
the incidence of T.B. among medical 
students is two' or three times as 
great as that of any other body of 
students, and that the rate is even 
higher among medical students in 
their clinical years. Resolutions 
were passed that the university 
health department begin to enforce 
better medical care of students, with 
regard to prevention of T.B., such as 
Mantu tests and X-rays, free sanl 
torium services. 

The new National Executive will 
be situated at Queen's University 
for the following year. A number 
of committees were appointed to 
study the problems of forming 
book and instrument co-operatives, 
publications, intern appointments, 
student health. 

A resolution was passed support- 
ing the scholarship campaign of 
the Canadian Student Assembly. At 
the invitation of the Laval repre- 
sentatives a conference of the Can- 
adian Assembly of Medical Stu 
dents and Internes will be held at 
Quebec some time in August when 
the three hundredth anniversary of 
the founding of Canada's first hos- 
pital, L'Hotel Dieu, will be cele- 
brated. 

The conference concluded with a 
supper and a cocktail party 
guests of Sir Frederick Banting.

L. Rowland, Manitoba StU' 
dent, Interviewed Over 
National Hookup 



L. Roland, a student at the Uni 
versify of Manitoba was inter- 
viewed on a broadcast over a na- 
tional network yesterday to pub- 
licize the programme of the Can 
adi At Student Asembly Scholarship 
drive. 

Rowland declared ' that present 
scholarships are inadequate, citing 
as an example the fact that the 
Government of Manitoba voted $5,- 
000 for twenty rural scholarships in 
agriculture, an amount which is ob- 
viously tasufficieht. 

He stated that the Fédéral- govr' 
ernment could establish them on a 
national scale. Under the present 
system only three per cent, of our 
high school students receive a ùnl- 
yersity training. Comparing our 
country with England, Rowland 
pointed out that there over 40 per 
cent of the students receive as- 
sistance from the state., In Canada, 
out of 527 matriculation scholar- 
ships, 288 were given in one pro- 
vince, 236 in another, and only 
eight in the rest of the country. 

Due to the fact that the western 
provinces cannot afford to give 
scholarships, many of the best stu- 
dents go East to study; and deprive 
the West of potential leaders. * 
Rowland explained that the Cana- 
dian Student Assembly is asking

REY. CRAGG TO 
TAKE NEW POST 

AppointmeDt ADDouDced at 
United Tbeological College 

Appointee Has Wide Acad- 
emic and Journalistic 
Career 



Reverend Gerald R. Cragg, M.A., 
one of the most brilliant scholars 
of the United Church of Canada, 
has been appointed to the chair of 
systematic theology at the United 
Theological College, to succeed 
Reverend D. L. Ritchie, who will 
retire next June. 

Reverend Cragg is at present 
editor of the New Outlook, the of- 
ficial publication of the United 
Church. He took over this post on 
January 1, 1937. after appointment 
by the General Council. 

He was born in Japan, the son 
of a missionary,, and received .his 
pre-university training' in the Can- 
adian Academy, Kobe. He then en- 
tered Victoria College, University 
of Toronto, where he obtained first 
class honours throughout his course 
in philosophy, English, and history, 
and as well, a total of 10 academic 
awards including the Governor 
General's gold medal. 

After graduation he continued 
his studies in Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he was an exhibi- 
tioner from' 1929 to 1932. He won 
the tripos and other awards, includ- 
ing the Stanton research student- 
ship. He also studied and obtained 
awards in Westminster College, 
Cambridge.

Affairs Advocated for 
Progress 



With the remark that world 
problems will not be settled sat- 
isfactorily unless they are dealt 
with in their own terms, Dr. 
Henry Clay, financial adviser of 
the Bank of England, drew to a 
close his lecture on nationalism 
last- night in Moyse Hall. 

Dr. Clay began his address by 
pointing out the' divergencies of 
national organizations and the so- 
cial organizations making them up. 
He remarked that the State must 
have a sharply defined outline, and 
yet a nation could not possibly have 
this and thus the Nation-State was 
put in an unfortunate paradoxical 
position. How Nationality is'to be 
defined is a problem not easy to 
solve. Some say that one birth-

Reluctantly, Miss Lawreqce 
admitted that New York' had 
superseded Londoh as the cen- 
tre of the theatrical world.

Gertrude Lawrence's next 
production will be based on the 
current Saturday Evening Post 
series, "Streamlined Heart" by 
Sam Raphaelson.

next fall. Meanwhile, it is not 
imlikely that "Susan and God", 
on the.- completion of its tour, 
will re-open in New York. 

When asked what she thought 
of Canadian winters, Miss Law- 
rence replied, "Oh, I love them;

Dr. Harding Present; Pic- 
tures on Pneumonia Also

Tuberculosis and Pneumonia held 
the spotlight yesterday afternoon in 
the Biological Building, when movie 
films on their causes and preven- 
tion were shown. The two sound 
films were sponsored by the Stu- 
dent Health Service and secured 
through the co-operation of the 

Health departments of the city and 
province. 

The first of these, entitled "Be- 
hind the Shadows," was produced 
by the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, and described the growth 
of tuberculosis infection and the 
modem means of its prevention and 
cure. 

"A New Day," the second film, 
dealt with pneumonia. By present- 
ing the story of a doctor's struggle 
with the disease and his ultimate 
victory over it, 'thanks to the ad- 
ministration of serum, it showed the 
part played by modern methods in 
combatting pneumonia. The film 
was made by the United States 
Public Health Association. 

After the showing of these pic- 
tures. Dr. E. S. Harding of the Royal 
Edward Institute, one of the prin- 
cipal tuberculosis research centres 
of Montreal, . answered questions. 
Dr. Harding stressed the fact that 
the chance, for . complete cure de- 
pended largely upon how soon the 
patient received proper care.

"As a matter of fact, that's all 
wrong. In the first place 'Richard* 
is written in the plainest of modern 
English. The. characters talk just 
as present-day people would, with- 
out effusion or artificiality. In the 
next place, Richard lived such an 
exciting life that he hardly had 
time to think. This play presents , 
the eleven events which were the 
highlights of his career. Each scene 
tells of an incident that was to have 
far-reaching effects upon the whole 
history of Europe, and each is pre- 
sented with dramatic simplicity."

DEMOCRACY today is in tlie doldrums. 

Everyone knows it. No one déniés it. 
That is not news. 

In these stormy years, Canada has 
stéèréd a saner course than most other coun- 
tries. We all recoghize this. We are all 
thankful for this. That is not news. 

There is a danger, however, that wc 
Canadians will be lulled into a false sense 
of security. There is a danger that wc will 
ignore that threat to our democracy which 
springs from within out country. 

This internal threat takes two fomis. 
First, there is the open advocacy of totali- 
tarian ideas by elements which make no 
secret of their tie-up with foreign govern- 
ments. The Catholic Archbishop of Winni- 
peg quitè recently cênsutêd Nazi agents 
who were carrying on undermining work 
among New Canadians in the West. 

This threat is a very serious one. But 
there is another to our Canadian democracy 
^^ichdsjess easy to recognize. This makes 
i^llla^eadlicr. 

^ ;;This threat lies in the cunning de- 
magogy which plays on the discontent of 
the people and suggests that democracy is 
td blame for their ills. Often this propa- 
ganda against democracy is ciimouflaged 
by- lofty expressions which give lip-service 
to the ideals of liberty and national unity. 

Only the very naive will deny thnt there 
is graft and corruption in public administra- 
tion and that public life is often conducted 
in a manner not wholly in harmony with 
the pure principles of democracy. 

The Solution to this problem lies in the 
improvement of the workings of our demo- 
cracy by spreading more enlightenment 
among the people— by educating' the citi- 
zen into the meaning of government and 
public administration so that he can the 
better distinguish between humbug and 
common sense. This was the way .of Rous- 
seau. This is thé way of all genuine demo- 
' crats. ' 

- It is wholly a coincidence that our Pro- 
vince which has witnessed some of the 
worst electoral practices in the country is 
alèo the Ptovince with the 'highest rate of 
illiteracy? 

. The pseudo-democrats make no men- 
tion of a solution. "They prefer to speak in 
general about^the need for "disciplined" de- 
mocracy. They rale at the , ignorance of 
thè votèr but advance no plan for his edu- 
càtion. ' ~ ' ♦ , 

Tlie oûly. suggestion they sometimes 
have is that his right to shaïe in his gov- 
ernment of the contry be removed from 
him. They tell us thât we need govérri- 
nlôht by a few "intelligent" persons. How 
lâôdeât they are! 

The pëèudô-dêmocrats speak smoothly. 
.They know how to camouflage thèir hatred 
of dèmocfacy. ' There is a danger that this 
type of argument will win many who have 
legitimate grievances, jus^ as the discon- 
tented youth in Europe have been fooled by 
the fiery oratory of clever wind-bags. 

It is of vital importance that We re- 
^ coêniiè this sêcond internal thréât ^o our 
' democracy. It is high .tiiSae we exposed ou-

SUCH SWEET COMPULSION. The autobio-; 

graphy of GèrMdine Farrar. The Greystonc 

Press, 1938, pp. 303. 
Autobiography sometimes tends to be tire- 
some, but the great Metropolitan opera star 
has chosen a unique means ol avoiding mono- 
tony. In alternate chapters her mother speaks 
from the spirit world, telling the more intim- 
ate details of 'a most interesting career. We 
learn of an early childhood amid modest sur- 
roundings, signs of genius at ihe early age of 
three, and sacrifices on the part of both par- 
ents, to allow for study in Berlin, where in 
1001 she made her debut as Marguerite in Faust. 

Berlin received her kindly. Even the Kaiser 
and the Crown Prince showered favours upon 
her. From that date forward her success was 
assured. Succeeding concerts in Monte Carlo, 
Warsaw and Paris showed to the music world 
that here was a soprano voice of rare qaullty, 
coupled with an . unquestionable dramatic 
ability. 

Across the ocean New York sént its agents 
to secure a contract for the Metropolitan, and 
in 1906 she made her debut there as Juliette in 
Romeo and Juliette. It was a complété success. 
The following years found the Farrars dividing 
their time between two continents. Berlin de- 
manded her presence there part of each year. 

Then canie offers from Hollywood, which 
resulted In additional successes for the already 
great artiste. In the Goldwyn studios she made 
such pictures as "Zaza", "The Shadows" and 
"Turn of the Wheel". 

In the course of the narrative, one is given 
intimate glimpses into the lives of many out- 
standing artists of the day. There is Caruso, 
Scotti, Rosa Ponselle, and Lily Pons, Pauline 
Frederick, Milton Sills and Wallace Reid. She 
speaks of them all with sincere appreciation of 
their various talents. 

Although much of the autobiography is do- 
voted to concert descriptions and operatic dis- 
cussions, it contains interesting and useful in- 
formation. Profuse illustrations add to the ap- 
peâl and the writer's creative ability lends 
charm to the style. There is a chapter, which 
gives us as a finale, what Miss Farrar thinks 
of the future of American opera. The last five 
pages list the various roles -in which she has 
successfully starred and make us realize that 
she speaks with authority. One finishes the 
last page with a sense of having been very close 
to genius.

THE FRENCH CANADIANS TODAY: A People 
on the Màrch. By Wilfrid Bovey. 36*4 pp. 
Toronto: J. M. Dent and Sons (Canada) Ltd. 
1038. $3.00. 

The present world situation is a series of 
question marks, and the French Canadians are 
this country's prize contribution to the interna- 
tional quiz contest. In his latest book. Colonel 
Bovey implies that his solution is simply. "Tout 
comprendre, c'est tout pardonner." He is less 
concerned with presenting his own point of 
view than with letting prominent French Can- 
adians—and the facts— speak for themselves. 

Colonel Bovey is well qualified for the task 
to which he has set himself. On the maternal 
side, his family has lived in Quebec for three 
generations. As Director of Extra-Mural Rela- 
tions at McGill and official of the Canadian As- 
sociation for Adult Education, Of Le Revell 
Rural, and of thé Canadian Handicrafts Guild, 
the relations betweén English and. French- 
speaking Canadians have long been his special 
study. 

The author describes the homogeneity of 
the French Canadians— without neglecting the 
difference In attitude between those in Quebec 
and those in other provinces and in New Eng- 
land. He stresses their international import- 
ance, in view of their numbers and rate of in- 
crease, and of the economic and strategic im- 
portance of the St. Lawrence River. . He points 
out their political influence throughout Cana- 
dian history; their love of tradition— the Quebec 
Act is their Magna Charta; and their devotion 
to the land, even in this industrial age. 

For the problem is essentially an economic 
one. The French Canadian feels that he has 
riot received his proper share in his province's 
Industmal and commercial prosperity, which 
Colonel Bovey illustrates amply with charts 
and figures. While he resents the English dom- 
ination, the French Canadian is not unaware 
that the fault is partly his own. . Today, there- 
fore, the French Canadians are a people on the 
march. Technical, scientific, and commercial 
education is being provided In the schools and 
colleges. There arè social movements in aid 
of the worker. Above all, however, there has 
been an intensification of nationalism, which 
has found expression in various political move- 
ments. ^ ' 

Separatism, based on the belief that it is im- 
possible to expect a square deal from the Eng- 
lish Canadians while Quebec is a part of the 
Confederation, is rejected by many intelligent 
French Canadians, not merely Ijecause it is im- 
practicable, but chiefly because it, implies 'a fear 
that they cannot compete oa equal terms with 
their English-speaking compatriots in any field 
of endeavour. , 

Colonel Bovey indicates that some of the 
principal measures of the Union Nationale Gov- 
ernment^ appear to tend toward an- Economic 
Council of Some kind, but denies with surpris- 
ing vehemence that there is Fascism in Québec. 
The Swastika-bearers, the National Christian 
Socialists, Colonel Bovey believés to be nothing 
more than anti-semites, bècause their leader, 
Adrien Arcand, informed McGill|students that 
he intended to secure power by popular vote, 
colonel Bûvey dbés not bring out; with suffi- 
cient clarity that Arcand also stated on the 
same occasion that having gained power, he 
would set up a totalitarian state. That's Fascism! 

The attitude of the majority of French- 
Canadians toward Communism may be identi- 
fied with that of the Rbmân . Catholic Church, 
"which would consider the"Padlock Law" justi- 
fiable bècause Communism is anti-Christian, 
and therefore Immoral. Freedom of speech 
has its limitations, and the active propagation 
of immorality is one of them. Premier Duplessis 
is regarded as the custodian of public morals. 
(Our iFrench .Canadian friends lay' great stress 



on Latin: did they never hear of the old say- 
ing, "Quia custodiet ipsos custodes?") 

These important questions— and many more 
—Colonel Bovey treats on the whole impartially 
and well. One grave omission must iDg noted: 
that of public health. Why is Quebec's infant 
mortality rates considerably higher than that 
of Ontario? This question is something which 
no book like Colonel Bovey's 'can afford to 
ignore. — G. 0.

T«E EDUCATION OF AN AMERICAN, by 
Mark Sullivan; N.Y. Doubleday, Doran St Co., 
1938. $4.00. 

'The story of Mark Sullivan's life, as he re- 
calls it in his autobiography, is exactly what its 
title claims: the education of an American. It 
has the rare quality of being a "success" story 
without blatantly exposing the fact on every 
page. 

Mark Sullivan is a prominént, journalist, a 
keen observer of politics and poliUcians, and an 
ardent champion of what he considers to be 
right; but long before he was known to Ameri- 
can readers he was a small boy on a Pennsyl- 
vania farm. It is on this farm that the author 
begins his story, and the tale unfolds in a na- 
tural sequence of events, often mingled with 
personal observations and bits of philosophy. 

Sullivan was the last of a large family of 
boys. His parents were Irish immigrants; poor 
people with a kind of culture peculiar to their 
race. The fairy stories Mark heard "as a child 
consisted of weird tales of magic and witches, 
and parents and children alike found enter- 
tainment in long evenings of singing and danc- 
ing and recounting marvelous adventures in 
which they claimed to have played a prominent 
part '. ; 

In the matter of education, Mark followed 
his older brothers through elementary school 
and then to the Westchester State Normal 
School, In 1893, his education at the Normal 
School being completed, he pooled his finances 
with those of his friend, John Miller, and 
bought the Phoenixville Republican. Later he 
sold his share in the paper and went to Har- 
vard, where he finally graduated with the de- 
gree of LL.D. ' 

While still at harvard, Sullivan's pen had 
not been idle, nor had tie lost his talent for 
probing into the heart of anything that aroused 
his curiosity. It is not surprising, then, that 
on leaving the University he chose to ignore 
his right to practise law and drifted naturally 
into journalism. 

All this and much more the author tells 
in his autobiography. The' story of Sullivan's 
UfS is sketched against a background of Ameri- 
can politics and is interwoven with such names 
as those of Theodore Roosevelt, Woodrow Wil- 
son, Herbert Hoover, McClure and Collier. In 
his position as political commentator lor Col- 
lier's Magazine, Sullivan knew these men both 
officially and personally and often used his 
column as a kind of arena for their campaign 
battles. 

Sullivan's prose shows clearly the influence 
of a life spent in writing for newspapers an4 
magazines. His sentences are short and clear; 
each paragraph is packed with meaning; not à 
word is wasted or used extravagantly, or mere.-i 
ly for ornament. The very first sentence brings 
out his journalistic training in a way that can- 
not be overlooked. He begins, "On the tenth 
of September 1874 the Président of the United 
States was Ulysses S. Grant." It so happened 
that Mark Sullivan was bom on that day, but 
this fact is not mentioned until the reader's 
attention has been irretrievably captured by an 
account of Jmportant'^îiiîâiâ^^^ were filling 
th^ newspapers and occupyirig the minds of the 
people of that day. 

For pure description, and for a sympa- 
thetic portrayal of human beings, the first few 
chapters, those that deal with the early years 
of the author's life, might well be said to be 
the most outstanding In the entire book. To 
anyone who knows the country, these first few 
chapters must bring a nostalgic memôry of 
sounds 'and smells and the daily round of farm 
duties. 

"All the more vivid of my early memories", 
he says, "are of smells, farm smells: the acrid 
scent of burning weeds in the fall, at the end 
of a day of clearing the field for planting 
wheat; the faint fragrance of blossoms wafted 
down from the orchard in May, followed in 
midsummer by the strong, mellow odor of ripen- 
ing apples, and in fall by the cidery scent of 
apples pared and sliced and spread in wooden 
racks in the sun, to provide our winter store 
of dried apples; the harv(^Usmell of mown 
grass and of threshed strawTthe^barn smell of 
dried hay; the dank scent of the woods after«a 
rain; the odor of bloodroot, the first spring 
flower, and of sassafras as the sap began to 
run; the prevading smelliof October, which set- 
tled for weeks upon the whole countryside, 
so heavy it seemed almost visible, almost like a 
mist, a potpourri of ripening walnuts, ripening 
wild grapes, leaves fallen and just beginning to 
decay." 

p The book is good. Whether from the stand- 
point of a picture of American journalism in 
its early and more prosperous stages, an inter- 
est in the political scene of the late nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries, or that of an en- 
tertaining story. It is heartily recommended.

WINNING T-SHOT 



StSAN AND GOD. 

A comedy by Rachel Crothers. At 
His Majesty's Theatre, all this week. 
With Gertrude Lawrence and Paul 
McGrath. 

Miss Rachel Crothers is undoubt- 
edly the most distinguished female 
writer of comedy in the theatre to- 
day. It is not too much to set her 
down as being in the front rank of 
the playwrights who specialize in 
comedy. Her plays, confined as they 
are in subject matter to the prob- 
lems of love and marriage encount- 
ered by the "modern" set of the 
upper middle class, are naturally re- 
stricted in scope nd appeal. They 
do reveal, however^ a sound drama- 
turgical sense,^ a delightful comic 
wit that Is never obtrusive, and a 
thorough knowledge and under- 
standing of the segment of society 
which Miss Crothers has chosen to 
interpret. 

In "Susan and Goa," her latest 
play. Miss Crothers makes no 
radical departure from her chosen 
subject and manner of treatment, 
except that the element of carica- 
ture is more pronounced in "Susan 
and God" than in her other plays. 
While the play does satirize gently 
the Oxford Movement and a certain 
prevalent type of modem, female 
faddist, its basic concern is, as in 
Miss Crother's other plays, martial 
maladjustment. 

Susan Trexel, the central figure 
in the play, is essentially a carica 
ture. She is a fllghtyi giddy, highly 
volatile personality whose thoughts, 
succeeding each other with amaz 
ing rapidity, flow endlessly to no 
where. Susan comes under the 
purifying influence of a religious 
movement (obviously the Oxford 
Movement), and, having confessed 
to such nefarious deeds as dyeing 
her hair, is now prepared to save 
the brittle, cynical, sophisticated 
souls of her associates. But Susan's 
own life is not exactly wholesome. 
She is separated from her husband 
who is a drunkard, and isiaimother 
in name only to her adolescent 
daughter, whose life is divided be- 
tween camp and school. Of all the 
people who are subjected to Susan's 
raving about 'her glorious spiritual 
renovation, only her husband is in- 
fluenced. He seeks a reconciliation 
primarily for the sake of the child. 
Susan, wholly absorbed by her new 
interest, resents the complications 
such a reconciliation must inevit- 
ably bring into her life, but con- 
sents grudgingly provided that her 
husband will give up drinking and 
that their relationship will be on a 
strictly spiritual plane. They try 
the experiment, the husband is 
saved, the child's life achieves a 
measure of normalcy, and- Susan, 
faced with a choice between her 
Movement and her family, ,learns a 
much-needed lesson. 

Compounded of such materials, 
"Susan and God" is a highly divert- 
ing comedy, consistently interesting, 
and possessing more ^lan a fair 
measure of brilliant dialogue and 
incisive characterization. However, 
the interest and appeal of the play 
is definitely lessened in the more 
serious moments of the third act 
which does not maintain the biril- 
liant pace set in the first two. This 
arises from the difficulty in recon- 
ciling Susan, the caricature of the 
first two acts, and Susan, the sincere 
person, of the third act, in which 
the limits , between the comic and 
the tragic are not far removed from 
each other. The fault lies partly in 
Miss Crothers' play, but more par- 
ticularly in Gertirude Lawrénce's 
interpretation. 

Miss Lawrence plays with 
astounding brilliance. "Plays" 
rather "acts" is Uie proper descrip- 
tion. Never for one moment does 
Miss Lawrence allow you to forget 
that she is performing a part rather 
than portraying a character. In 
gesture, in movement and in the 
dexterous manipulation of her 
amazhig voice. Miss Lawrence re- 
veals her boundless virtuosity. Yet, 
given the particular circumstances 
of the play,' it must be admitted 
that Miss Lawrence's caricature is 
somewhat overdone, consequently 
disturbs the balance of the 'play. But 
you will delight in her perform- 
ance as. a performance. 

Paul McGrath, as Susan's drunken 
husband, acts in a highly stylized 
fashion, and,- strangely enough, suc- 
ceeds in maintaining your interest 
in his extremely mannered por- 
trayal. Nancy Coleman as Blossom 
portrays a gawky, bespectacled, 
tooth-braced adolescent with a real- 
istic touch that is ghastly enough 
to be delightful. ' The other mem- 
bers of Miss Lawrence's Supporting 
cast are as good as their rather 
anemic, shadowy parts permit them 
to be.

NATIONALISM IS 
DEALT WITH IN 
CLAYLECTURE 

• (Continued from Page One) 



place is the proper criterion of ones 
nationality, but this hardly seems 
to be a practical point of view for 
that language should be taken as 
one to take in these days when 
Germany ^finds reason to extradite 
Cierman-borh Jews. Others say 
the correct indication of nationality, 
and, indeed The Times us«d this 
argument in its much discussed ed- 
itorial on the Czechoslovakia-Ger- 
man trouble of last September. Dr. 
Clay went on to point out that race, 
the third . possible criterion of na- 
tionality, was nothing more than a 
reversion to the tribal form of gov- 
ernment popular in Europe several 
centuries ago. 

Paradox of Nation-State' 

Having thus illustrated the im- 
probabilities of ever creating a 
truly national State, Dr. Clay went 
further to relate the difficulties 
and complexities entailed in mod- 
em socialj^relatipns. Firstly, nation- 
al interfiltratio'hs break down all 
barriers set up by law. Secondly, 
such things as science and religion 
can have no bounds created by hu- 
man effort or by physical conquest 
Then commerce, probably the great- 
est single factor in the lives of 
States, cannot possibly be curtailed 
by these States if they- desire to 
continue to live. Furthermore, these 
States cannot be properly supplied 
with social organizations because of 
these international complexities. 

Dr. Clay dealt briefly with the 
history of the Nation-States, and 
then pointed out how the physical 
contact between nations had grown 
in point of facility. But he seemed 
to think that The War had revived 
the dying feeling of national indi- 
viduality. For instance, migrations 
had been somewhat checked in 
Europe even though travelling had 
become much quicker. This is' due 
to the lack of trust the European 
nations show to one another in de- 
manding passports for any brief ex- 
cursion into a foreign cpuntry. 
American immigration has also 
been seriously cut down from what 
it was in the pre-War days. Furth- 
er, nations are quickly learning to 
make, themselves self-sufficient by 
the unrestricted use of synthetic 
materials. This tends to create a 
feeling against Free Trade which 
properly is just an outgrowth of 
economic depression. This modern 
system (or lack of system). Dr. 
Clay said, definitely reflects the 
Mechantile System of the Eigh- 
teenth Century. This is also not- 
iceable in the political actions of 
the present day. As an illustra- 
tion of this, in reference to the 
situation in Spain he quoted Tally- 
rand as saying that non-interven- 
tion was a term meaning much the 
same as intervention. 

Problems To Be Faced. 

Dr. Clay advocated tolerance in 
international affairs. Free specula- 
tion in thé world of science and the 
arts was, he said, one of the most 
beneficial factors in international 
advancement, and it was of no use 
trying to stem it, because inter- 
filtration of ideas is impossible to 
prevent. In this connection, the 
problems that face the world in re- 
gard to Nationalism were listed. 
The rights of societies such as 
churches create a situation dia- 
metrically opposite to the principles 
of a nationalistic society. Rights of 
inter-communication are seriously 
challenged. The 'rights to the un- 
inhabited parts of the world offer 
a bono of contention to those States 
bent on the development of an 
emphre. And the rights of the sep- 
arate nations produce a stumbling 
block to the whole international or- 
ganization. 

Dr. Clay spoke for a little .more 
than an hour to a well filled Moyse 
Hall. He spoke easily, and his ad- 
dress was punctuated with the quiet 
humour of the English. Dr. Day, 
of the Economics Department of Mc- 
Gill University, was in the chah-. 
Dr. Clay will give his third and' last 
address of this series next Friday 
in Moyse Hall at the usual hour.

Leonard Foundation Scholarships. 

A number of scholarships for 
study in schools and universities in 
Canada will again be offered for the 
1939-40 session by the Leonard 
Foundation. 

The scholarships are open to men 
and women. A student to be eligi- 
ble must be "a British subject, of 
the white race, of the Christian Re 
ligion in its Protestant form, and of 
the full age of 14 years." 

A scholarship is not intended to 
defray all the expenses of a stu- 
dent's education, but to assist the 
parent or guardian to enable the 
student to enter any of the selected 
colleges or universities or to con- 
tinue his or her education. Prefer- 
ence in the selection of students 
will be given to the sons and 
daughters respectively of the fol- 
lowing classes or descriptions of 
persons, regardless of the order of 
priority in which they are desig 
nated:

The National Research Council 
has considered the views expressed 
by eminent educational and re- 
search authorities that rnore ade- 
quate provision should be pjade in 
Canada to assist the most promising 
new graduates in science to proceed 
with post-graduate training in re 
search. ■ . '

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The Council considers .that assist- 
ance to such students to proceed 
with their first year of post-gradu- 
ate research work, should be ren- 
dered by the Council in co-opera- 
tion with Canadian universities and, 
consequently, it has decided to re- 
serve its Bursaries for applicants in 
this category, on the condition that 
the univérslty at whicfi a Bursary 
is held shall waive or otherwise pro- 
vide tuition fees. 

Owing to keen competition. Bur- 
saries have usually been awarded, 
in the past, to persons with one or 
more year's postgraduate research 
experience. Applicants in this cate 
gory are eligible to apply for Stu 
dentships, the number of which has 
been Increased. 
BURSARIES of the value of $250 
will be open to award to appli' 
cants who-.have|.';gi;aduated with 
high distincUbn & sciéntific study 

STUDENTSHIPS of the value of 
$650 will be open to award to ap- 
plicants who have had experience 
in research work in science for at 
least one year following graduation 

FELLOWSHIPS of the value of 
$750 will be open to award to ap 
plicants who have given distinct 
evidence of capacity to conduct in- 
dependent research in science. 

SPECIAL SCHOLARSHIPS ten- 
able at the Laboratories of the Na- 
tional Research Council in Ottawa, 
in certain fields in which these lab- 
oratories possess special equipment 
for research work which is not 
available at Canadian Universities, 
may be awarded as follows: 

Four Post-graduate Scholarships 
of the value of $750, tenable for 
twelve months, will be open to 
award to -applicants who have to 
their credit at least one year of 
post-graduate work leading to a 
Master's degree of equivalent, and 
tvhose applications are approved 
by a Canadian university. Although 
other departments of science are not 
excluded, applications in the' field 
of Engineering will receive pre- 
ferred consideration. 

Two Post-Doctorate Scholarships 
of the value of $1,000 tenable for 
twdve months,, will be open to 
award to applicants who, having 
completed their work for the Ph.D, 
degree, desire to profit from the ex- 
perience to be gained in the labora 
tories of the National Research 
Council, before going into industrial 
or other work. 

TRAVELLING ALLOWANCE — 
Grantees who have to travel 300 
miles or more may, at the discre- 
tion of the Council, be granted an 
allowance toward travelling ex- 
penses. Such travel grants shall be 
based on the distance between the 
point where the award is tenable 
and the point where a grantee was 
located during, the preceding year. 

QUALIFICATIONS required are 
detailed in the regtilations govern- 
ing awards. ApplicaUoiis should be 
strictly confined to candidates with 
outstanding records, both in their 
undergraduate and postrgraduate 
courses. 

March first is the final date on 
which applications may be mailed.

Moyse Travelling Scholarships. 

Applications for these scholar- 
ships should be made in writing to 
the Dean of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science on or before April 1st, 
1939. No special form of applica- 
tion is necessary. Candidates, how- 
ever, should address qn informal 
application to the Dean stating 
where they presently intend to 
study, what subjects of study they 
propose to follow, and as near as 
they can with what object or am- 
bition in mind. Two references to 
well-known citizens, not in the Uni- 
versity, may also be named. 

These two scholarship^ shall be 
tenable for one year and are of th'e 
value of One Thousand Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars each. 

The conditions of these scholar- 
ships are as follows:— 

"Each holder shall devote the 
period of his tenure of the scholar- 
ships to advanced studies, prefer- 
ably at British or other European 
universities, but not however to 
the exclusion of other institutions 
which have the approval of the 
Faculty of Arts In Mc(îlll Univer- 
sity, and the nature of the studies, 
to be followed ' and the place 'at 
which they are to be prosecuted 
are to be stated in the applicatio'i 
for the scholarship. 

"These scholarships shall be 
awarded to graduates of the Faculty 
of Arts in McGill University sub- 
ject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained. 

"One 'Of such two annual Moyse 
Travelling Scholarships shall be 
awarded for distinction in what 
may be termed Literary Subjects, 
and the other for distinction in' 
w;hat may be termed Subjects in 
Pure and Applied Science, it being 
understood however that if a de- 
serving applicant in one of the 
above divisions is not forthcoming, 
both scholars hli^jaaSit 'ibe awarded 



to applicants who' belong to the 
other. 

"Deserving' applicants who intend 
to devote, or who shall have de- 
voted themselves to academic work 
either as instructors 'or as ' chieQy 
or wholly engaged in research shall 
when possible be preferred to oth- 
ers; the term 'academic' may be 
held to include 'scholastic' Insofar 
as the words of the present para- 
graph apply. 

"Applications in writing from 
graduates or final year students 
must be made to the Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts on or before the 
First day of April of the year in 
which the scholarship commences. 

"The awards shall be made by 
the Faculty of Arts after the result 
of the final examinations has been 
determined in the case of applicants 
in the graduating year. Should the 
■Faculty of Arts not consider the ap- 
plicants from that' Faculty to be of 
sufficient merit to receive both or 
either of the scholarships, the 
Faculty of Arts may consider ap- 
plicants from final year students or 
graduates of other Faculties, and if 
thought fit make award according- 
ly- 

"The awards shall be announced 
at tHe . Spring Convocation in the 
Faculty of Arts."

However, the chap- 
ters on Basic Fundamentals, Stick 
Handling, How to Play the Posi- 
tions, Training for Hockey are ail 
sound In their content and go a long 
way in publicizing the rapidly- 
spreading popularity of the sport 

Credit for orighiating hockey 
goes to two McGill graduates who 
brought the game over from Eng« 
land where they saw field hockey. 
The first game was played between 
two miscellaneous teams of McGill 
students and from then progressed 
to the stage where nearly every; 
Canadian child plays it In his back- 
yard from earliest years, according 
to Dutton. 

The book is simple and unpreten- 
tious; it is authentic aiid sound; it 
offers much of value to even ex- 
perienced players; it is a handy book 
to read. — m u b.
